Th*»rp are Rpppia1^ynrri5rthat-lawyecs.use-to_jn ake it clear 
who has what rights. The person who makes the trust is the j 
"grantor". He is the one who originally owned the property 
and, decided to put it in trust. The "person who owns the 
property for someone else's benefit is the "trustee". The 
grantor has trusted him to take good care of the property. 
The person who has the benefit of the property is the 
"beneficiary.". He is the one who has the benefit of the 
property but does NOT own it. The grantor, trustee, and 
beneficiary can all be the same person. They can be two 
people. They can be three people. You can have more than 
one ot each. 

Any property you own can theoretically be put into trust.* 
NonnallyTthe rway you do it is to have your lawyer give you a 
. trust agreement, and have both yourself and the trustee 
you've chosen sign it. It is legally possible to have a trust 
exist without a written agreement, but it's like dying without 
a will. What happens depends on how the judge feels that 
day. It is the written agreement that restricts the trustee's 
rights and says that someone else has the beneficial rights. 
Without it, the trustee looks likethe full owner to a court ol 
law. He can do as he pleases with the property. You gave it to 
him. So be sure to get a written agreement with your trustee.
